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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to amendment filed 01/19/06. 

2. Claims 26-34 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or/described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 26-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Aoyama et al. (5,048,094). 

Claims 26, 29 and 32, Aoyama et al discloses an image reproducing apparatus 
(fig. 1 ) capable of displaying an image of an object, picked up by a camera (CCD 
camera 3) and stored together with direction formation of the camera, on a display 
device (fig. 1), comprising: a reproducing device to reproduce a plurality of images 
picked up by the camera (P check pattern), on the display device; a reproducing control 
device (camera controller 8; fig. 1) to control reproduction by said reproducing device (P 
check pattern) so as to reproduce a group of images picked up by the camera, wherein 
directions of the group of images are the same predetermined direction, among the 
plurality of images stored in a storage device (a lateral direction of a predetermined 
pattern set beforehand from the stored image data) in accordance with the information 
of direction of the camera (a deviation of the CCD camera 3 in the line direction due to 
the inclination; col. 7, lines 17-40). Aoyama does not show clearly the group of image; 
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however, Aoyama teaches pixel groups and pattern data based on the edge coordinate 
in a lateral direction of a predetermined pattern set beforehand from the store image 
data (col. 7, lines 17-40). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to include a predetermine processing 
taught by Aoyama for displaying or reproducing image, because it would provide a 
method and apparatus for pattern checking which enables a defect recognition accuracy 
which is differs depending on a pattern portion, and which satisfies both requirements of 
correctness and a reduction of image processing (col. 2, lines 65-69). 

Claims 27, 30 and 33, Aoyama et al discloses a detecting device (camera 
controller) to detect a direction of the camera and generate the direction information of 
the camera (a deviation of the CCD camera 3; col. 7, lines 36-46). 

Claims 28, 31 and 34, Aoyama et al discloses wherein the direction information of 
the camera, which is to be stored in the storage device together with the plurality of 
images, is information as to a direction where the camera is directed when the 
respective images to be stored in the storage device are picked up (col. 7, lines 41-46).
